I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  upon  the  health  of  the 
City  in  1946. 

This  year  is  remarkable  for  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  the  remaining  members  of  the  staff  on  active 
service  returned  to  their  civil  occupations. 

Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  S.  H.  Moore,  retired  on  31st 
March,  1946.  He  entered  the  Corporation  Service  in  1914  as  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  during  his  tenure  of  office  he  was  outstanding 
in  his  ability.  The  reputation  of  your  sanitary  department  stands  high 
in  local  authority  circles  and  the  credit  for  this  is  due  to  the  enthusiasm 
and  all-round  competence  of  Mr.  Moore.  It  is  no  easy  task  to  follow 
such  a Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  but  in  Mr.  W.  B.  Calder,  his  successor, 
the  City  Council  has  chosen  one  well  fitted  for  the  position  and  who  will 
maintain  the  high  traditions  of  the  Department.  Dr.  Sutton  the  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  resigned  in  September,  1946  on  obtaining 
another  post  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  M.  Hunter.  During  the  year 
two  additional  Health  Visitors  were  appointed. 

I welcome  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  all  for  your  interest 
and  encouragement  in  all  branches  of  our  work  and  of  mentioning  the 
helpful  co-operation  of  all  officials  of  the  Corporation  and  the  continued 
loyal  support  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

.•\s  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  the  surgical  work  of  the  hos- 
pital has  Ijeen  maintained  and  the  Maternity  Department  has  again 
shown  an  increase  in  all  its  phases  including  ante-natal  and  post  natal 
clinics.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  year  under  review  was  the  quietest  in  the  history  of  the 
hospital. 

There  were  33  patients  in  hospital  on  ist  January,  1946  and  236 
were  admitted  during  the  year  giving  a total  of  269.

City  cases  numbered  38  while  those  from  other  areas  num- 
bered 25  giving  a total  of  63.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  23  cases  of  diphtheria  admitted  during  the  year — 18 
from  the  City  of  Chester — the  remainder  from  other  areas. 

Included  in  this  total  were  12  cases  from  the  City — all  carriers. 

The  remaining  1 1 cases  had  few  complications  and  recovered  well. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  there  was  no  death  from  dip- 
htheria. 

32  cases  of  tonsillitis  were  admitted  and  treated  and  one  case  of 
Vincents  Angina.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

There  is  a Joint  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  School 
Clinic  sitiiated  in  Princess  Street.  'I'he  accommodation  available  for 
maternity  and  child  welfare  purposes  is  a waiting-  room,  weig^hing-  room 
and  consulting-  room,  d'wo  sessions  are  held  per  week — Monday  and 
'I'hursday  afternoons.  'I'here  has  been  no  chang-e  in  the  accommodation 
available  and  alternative  premises  are  most  desirable. 

An  additional  session  is  held  in  the  Sallney  area  on  Tuesday  after- 
noons in  the  Church  Hall  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

At  the.se  sessions,  babies  and  toddlers  up  to  the  agfe  of  five  years 
are  weighed  regularly  and  records  of  progress  kept.  Mothers  wishing 
to  consult  the  Medical  Officer  are  encouraged  and  the  record  of  their 
consultations  are  shown  later. 

Attendances  at  both  Princess  Street  and  Saltney  have  increased 
in  1946  compared  with  1945. 

Mothers  whose  husbands’  incomes  come  within  the  National 
Health  Insurance  limits  can  obtain  artificial  foods  for  their  infants 
at  cost  price  when  such  foods  are  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer. 
It  is  encouraging-  to  find  so  many  young  mothers  so  anxious  to  obtain 
advice  as  to  the  rearing  of  their  babies.  Keen  interest  is  taken  in  the 
scheme  for  Immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

Members  of  a Voluntary  Committee,  the  Chester  Infant  Welfare 
Committee  attend  these  clinics  and  provide  tea  for  the  mothers. 
Garments  for  necessitous  children  are  also  made  and  distributed.  The 
services  of  these  willing  workers  is  much  appreciated.

.ANTH  NATAL  CLINIC 

An  ante  natal  clinic  is  held  weekly  on  Wednesday  afternoons  and 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  OHicer  is  in  charg'e. 


Every  encouragement  is  g-iven  to  the  Municipal  Midwives  to 
accompany  their  patients  to  the  clinic.  Tlie  Midwife  booked  for  the  case 
is  written  to  if  not  present. 

During-  the  year,  206  mothers  have  been  seen  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  these  mothers  have  made  582  attendances. 

An  ante  natal  clinic  is  akso  held  at  the  City  Hospital  in  connection 
with  the  Maternity  Department  ot  the  Hospital  and  details  of  its  work 
will  be  found  in  the  City  Hospital  section  of  the  report. 

MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

There  are  six  Municipal  Midwives  employed  by  the  Corporation. 
During  the  year  they  attended  271  cases  as  mid  wives  and  38  cases  as 
maternity  nurses.  They  paid  5180  daily  nursing  visits  and  1843  ante 
natal  visits.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives  Acts  the  Local 
.Authority  paid  the  whole  or  part  of  the  doctor’s  fee  when  called  by  the 
midwife  in  an  emergency  in  72  cases. 

14  notifications  of  artificial  feeding  were  received  during  the  year.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND 

CHILDREN. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Maternity  Department  of  the  City 
Hospital  is  more  than  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  City. 

Marasmic  and  ailing  babies  are  admitted  to  the  Children’s  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  Hospital. 

Healthy  children  up  to  three  years  of  age  are  admitted  to  the 
Lache  Nursery  by  arrangement  with  the  Public  Assistance  Department. 
Healthy  children  over  three  years  of  age  are  admitted  to  the  Children’s 
Home,  Wrexham  Road,  which  is  administered  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee. 

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION  (CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG 

PERSONS  ACT,  1932). 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  register  is  kept  in  the  Health  Department  and  the  Super- 
intendent Health  Visitor  makes  the  necessary  visits.  The  number  of 
children  on  the  register  at  the  end  ol  the  year  was  12.

DENT.AL  TRE.VrMENT. 

During^  the  year  152  treatments  and  in.spections  were  carried  out 
on  Mother  and  Child  Welfare  cases  including  224  permanent  extractions. 
33  general  anaesthetics,  11  amalgam  fillings,  17  scalipgs  and  62  visits 
for  denture  cases  including  impressions,  fittings  and  easings.  12  com- 
plete or  partial  dentures  were  also  fitted.  These  patients  are  on  the 
whole  very  appreciative  of  the  treatment  done  for  them  and  show  a keen 
interest  both  in  their  own  dental  health  and  that  of  their  children.  It  is 
here  that  early  propaganda,  both  for  correct  prophylactic  treatment  and 
diet  can  be  given,  in  order  that  the  child’s  dental  health  may  be  under 
supervision  from  birth. 


HOME  NURSING. 

There  is  no  scheme  under  the  Local  Authority  but  nursing  in  the 
Home  is  carried  on  by  the  District  Nursing  Association  and  by  the 
Little  Sisters  of  the  Assumption  (Roman  Catholic  Nursing  Sisters  of 
the  Poor) . 

Much  valuable  work  is  done  by  these  two  Voluntary  Organ- 
isations and  their  services  are  much  appreciated. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  situated  at  2,  Kings  Buildings, 
King  Street,  and  is  shared  by  the  County  of  Cheshire  Tuberculosis 
Officer. 

The  City  cases  are  seen  on  Mondays  at  ii  a.m.,  Thursdays  at 
II  a.m.  and  6 p.m.  and  X-Ray  photographs  are  taken  at  the  X-Ray 
Department  of  the  City  Hospital.  Artificial  pneumothorax  refills  are 
performed  by  Dr.  G.  S.  Erwin,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the 
Liverpool  Sanatorium,  Delamere,  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  City  shares  in  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  at  Market 
Drayton.  Four  male  and  four  female  beds  are  available  there  for  City 
cases  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

In  addition  both  male  and  female  cases  are  admitted  to  the 
Liverpool  Sanatorium,  Delamere,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
seven  male  and  seven  female  cases  receiving  treatment.  Chester  has  been 
fortunate  in  that  there  has  been  no  long  delay  experienced  in  sending 
patients  to  these  Sanatoria  during  the  year.  It  is  satisfying  to  report 
that  full  use  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  facilities  is  made  by  general 
practitioners  and  by  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  who  wish 
to  be  kept  under  observation.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Watch  Committee  assumed  the  responsibilty  for  the  City 
Ambulance  Service  on  the  disbanding  of  the  Emergency  Committee. 
The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment. Two  Ambulances,  a Humber  and  a Vauxhall  are  in  use  with  a 
third  in  reserve.  The  latter  is  an  old  Morris  .Ambulance  previouslv  used 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  If  necessary  the  Isolation  Hospital  .Ambulances 
are  available  in  the  event  of  breakdowns,  overhauls,  etc. 

The  .Ambulances  are  housed  in  part  of  'Faylor's  Garage,  North- 
gate  Street  with  an  exit  to  Hunter’s  Walk,  and  the  .Ambulance  personnel 
are  housed  in  53,  Northgate  Street,  previously  a First  .Aid  Party  Depot. 
A twenty-four  hour  service,  seven  days  a week  is  provided  and  there 
are  seven  drivers  (female)  and  seven  attendants  (male),  together  with 
a mechanic  who  acts  as  spare  driver.  In  addition  to  accidents  in  the  Citv 
and  cases  of  illness  requiring  removal,  the  .Ambulance  Service  is  re- 
sponsible for  road  accidents  in  the  County  of  Cheshire  (10  miles  radius 
from  Chester),  and  for  road  accidents  in  the  County  of  Flintshire  (15 
miles  radius  from  Chester). 
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Also  cases  of  illness  in  adjoining  county  areas  are  moved  on 
request.

CANCER. 

The  Cancer  Actj  1939,  was  in  operation  in  the  City  as  from  ist 
March,  1946,  when  Chester  became  affiliated  to  the  Liverpool  Cancer 
Control  Organisation.  The  arrangements  for  treatment  have  worked 
smoothly. 


BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

The  care  of  the  Blind  in  Chester  is  delegated  by  the  City  Council 
to  the  Chester  and  District  Blind  Welfare  Society.  The  City  Council 
is  represented  on  the  Management  Committee  and  contributes  a sum 
to  the  administration  expenses  of  the  Society. 

Financial  assistance  is  provided  by  the  City  Council  to  blind 
persons  and  their  dependants  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  at 
present  in  force. 

One  adult  blind  person  (who  is  unemployable)  has  his  income 
augmented  to  £i  17s.  6d.  per  week  while  a blind  married  couple  have 
their  income  augmented  to  3^-  od.  per  week. 

.Augmentation  of  wages  to  employable  blind  persons  amounts 
to  £i  2S.  6d.*  per  week. 

Sighted  Dependants  of  blind  persons  receive  various  amounts  as 
specified  in  the  regulations. 

There  were  76  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1946.  Six 
licences  were  issued  for  wireless  sets  for  blind  people. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  loi  visits  to  blind  persons  during  the 


year.

During  the  year,  2 children  attained  the  age  of  5 and  one  attained 
the  age  of  16.  These  are  included  in  both  age  groups  in  which  they

In  addition  4 cases  were  examined  by  the  Surgeons  and  no  treat- 
ment was  advised.

WATER. 

The  City  water  supply  is  derived  from  the  River  Dee  and  is 
supplied  by  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company.  The  water  is  filtered 
and  chlorinated  at  the  Company’s  works. 

The  standard  of  purity,  absence  of  bacillus  coli  in  100  c.c.’s  of 
the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year. 


Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  wuter  supply  including  water 
from  various  filter  beds  have  been  carrie<l  out  twice  a month.  In  addition, 
I'hemical  analysis  of  water  from  a consumer’s  tap  have  been  carried  out 
by  tlie  Public  Analyst  every  month,  and  the  following  table  gives  the 
result  of  these  analyses.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

1,636  visits  and  revisits  have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  In- 
spectors and  Rodent  Operatives  in  respect  of  rodent  destruction.  The 
methods  adopted  being  (a)  proofing  of  premises,  (b)  u.se  of  traps  and 
sticky  trays,  (c)  poison  bait,  and  (<1)  poison  gas. 

The  major  sites  of  infestation  in  the  City  are  the  sewers  an<l  the 
Corporation  refuse  tip.  Approximately  tp  per  cent,  of  the  surface  in- 
festations are  traced  to  <lefective  drains  whilst  the  keeping  of  poultrv, 
increased  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  has  added  to  the  number  of  com- 
plaints made  to  the  Health  Department. 
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813  rats  and  1,432  mice  have  been  caught  during  the  year,  al- 
though it  is  not  possible  to  estimate  the  number  destroyed  by  poison 
bait  or  gas. 

Efficiency  of  the  treatment  is  shown  either  by  complete  absence 
of  or  reduction  in  the  infestations  treated.  As  in  previous  years  the 
maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  five 
weeks  September  30th  to  November  2nd,  1946.  The  Staff  taking-  part 
consisted  of  two  Sanitary  |lnspectors,  t\vo  Rodent  Operatives,  twoj 
Labourers  and  a Driver  with  lorry. 

The  City  was  divided  into  seven  areas  and  every  sewer  manhole 
within  each  area  treated  separately.  Prebait  of  biscuit  meal  was  laid  on 
two  successive  days  and  on  the  third,  if  a prebait  take  had  been  re- 
corded, poison  of  biscuit  meal  plus  2^  per  cent.  Zinc  Phosphide  was  laid.

Twelve  (12)  dead  rats  were  seen  in  the  sewer  manholes  following 
poi.son  baiting,  whilst  288  dead  were  recorded  from  the  screen  at  the 
Sewage  Works  and  the  Hydro,  although  this  latter  figure  must  only  be 
regarded  as  a minimum,  other  bodies  having  no  doubt  passed  out  with 
the  solid  matter.

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ICE  CREAM. 

'rwenty  .samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  i.e.  plate  count  and  bacillus  coli  test.  Although  there  is  no 
statutory  test  for  this  commodity  the  examinations  were  made  to  ascer- 
tain the  general  cleanliness  in  manufacture,  etc. 

The  results  of  the  tests  were  unsatisfactory.  Ten  or  50  per  cent, 
of  the  samples  had  counts  of  more  than  100,000  bacteria  per  cubic 
centimetre,  and  twelve  or  60  per  cent,  contained  bacillus  coli  in  o.i  c.c., 
indicating  manurial  contamination. 

0 

.All  the  registered  premises  were  kept  under  constant  supervision, 
and  those  premises  from  which  we  had  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
visitetl  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Instructions  were  given  in  the  hygienic  preparation  of  ice  cream  and  by 
the  year  end  a distinct  improvement  had  been  attained.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Fifty-two  (52)  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Pathological 
Department,  Chester  Royal  Infirmary,  for  biological  examination,  and 
of  this  number  three  (or  5.7  per  cent.)  were  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli  of  bovine  origin.  * 

'I'he  affected  animals  belongotl  to  farms  situate  within  the  City 
boundary.  The  positive  samples  were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  (Animal  Health'  Division),  and  eventually  the 
afl'ected  animals  were  traced  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Acts.  Subsequent  samples  showed  the  cows  on  the.se  farms  to  be  pro- 
ducing tubercular  free  milk.

T he  above  results  are  very  satisfactory  as  this  is  the  first  year  on 
record  that  no  adverse  reports  have  been  received  regarding  the 
bacteriological  condition  of  milk.  This  is  piobably  due  to  the  fact  that 
quite  95  per  cent,  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  City  is  cither  pasteurised  or 
tuberculin  tested.  The  milk  produced  on  the  thirteen  farms  situate  within 
our  boiinilaries  has  been  examined  as  a routine  and  proveti  satisfactory. 
All  milk  from  these  farms  is  sold  to  pasteurising  plants.
